The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach to provide an ion mobility spectrometer with a corona discharge source comprising a first 
chamber provided with an inlet for a gas to be analyzed and with at least one first opening for 
communication between the internal space defined by said first chamber and the reaction zone of 
an IMS spectrometer; a second chamber, contained in said first chamber, provided with an inlet 
for an ultra-pure gas or a mixture of ultra-pure gases, and with at least one second 
communication opening between said first and second chambers; a pair of electrodes, at least one 
of which is needle-shaped, arranged in said second chamber; said pair of electrodes and second 
opening being arranged in such geometrical relationship that there is no optical path between the 
zone of the corona discharge and the ion detector of the IMS instrument.
